When  many  members  of  the  Class  of  2010  walked  onto  campus  over  four  years  ago  as  prospective  students,  \\c  may  iiave  been 
iken  a  little  aback.  People  we  didn't  know  opened  doors  for  us.  They  said  hello  to  us  as  we  walked  across  campus,  and  they  smiled  as 
'C  passed  them  by.  It  was  not  a  typical  college  visit.  There  was  a  refreshing  positive  attitude  on  campus  and  somehow  we  just  fit  in. 
Then  we  asked  our  tour  guides  if  people  were  always  this  friendly,  their  response  was,  "Yeah,  pretty  much;  it's  the  Westminster  Way." 
)ur  tour  guides  and  everyone  else  made  us  feel  welcome,  but  we  didn't  really  understand  what  the  "Westminster  Way'  meant  until  we 
:arted  our  own  journey  at  WC. 

The  "Westminster  Way"  has  been  a  buzz  phrase  on  our  campus  since  President  Dorman  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  published 
le  new  strategic  plan  for  the  college.  And  while  I  could  sit  here  and  list  all  the  tangible  and  intangible  things  encompassed  in  the 
/estminster  Way,  it  would  just  be  a  list.  Instead  I  would  like  to  present  the  "Westminster  Way"  as  more  than  a  series  of  words,  but  as  a 
3ad. 

You  see,  when  I  think  of  the  "Westminster  Way,"  I  automatically  picture  a  bright  green  street  sign  with  those  words  embla- 
Dned  across  it.  The  sign  is  atop  a  pole  placed  on  the  outside  edge  of  campus.  It  marks  a  road  which  leads  you  through  your  time  at 
7estminster.  It's  a  continuous  road,  but  you  often  have  yield  to  your  surroundings.  Today,  I  would  like  you  to  take  a  walk  wixh  me 
own  Westminster  Way  where  we  will  come  to  a  yield,  go  through  a  construction  zone,  take  a  detour,  and  approach  a  stop  sign  while 
;miniscing  over  our  time  at  college. 

Yield:  Fresh  Start.  A  team  of  upper  class  student  volunteers  went  out  of  their  way  by  first  heaving  all  our  stuff  up  the  stairs, 
len  leading  us  through  the  scary  beginning  of  college  life.  You  probably  thought,  "This  must  be  another  selling  point,  right?  It's 
5  impress  our  parents  one  more  time  or  something."  Nope.  It's  just  the  Westminster  Way.  I'm  sure  all  of  us  can  remember  those 
■iendly  students  who  helped  us  move  in  and  rearrange  our  rooms  or  assisted  us  through  otherwise  uncertain  times.  People  go  out  of 
leir  way  here  for  you  everyday,  whether  they  know  you  or  not.  It  is  a  characteristic  that  is  emulated  by  our  students,  faculty,  and  staff 
n  a  regular  basis. 

Construction  Zone  Ahead:  Building  a  Family.  V^Hnen  you  started  college,  you  probably  didn't  know  too  many  people  at 
Zestminster.  We  were  forced  to  begin  again.  For  some  of  us,  this  was  a  scary  concept.  But  what  we  didn't  realize  is  that  the  people  we 
ould  meet  here  would  change  our  lives.  Friends  would  offer  us  more  than  friendship.  They  would  become  our  family,  our  encourag- 
rs,  and  our  rocks  in  hard  times.  They  would  laugh  with  us,  cry  with  us,  and  stick  with  us.  I  know  I  spent  many  sleepless  nights,  sitting 
1  my  sorority  suite  hallway  sharing  my  joys,  my  fears,  and  recently,  my  hopes  for  the  future  wth  my  sisters.  My  experience  is  not  a 
nique  one.  Many  of  us  have  spent  endless  hours  in  the  TUB  telling  stories,  sharing  inside  jokes,  and  enjoying  the  company  our  West- 
linster  family.  It's  a  family  I  know  that  I'm  sad  to  leave  behind,  but  hope  to  carry  with  me  in  the  future. 

7e  also  found  family  members  in  the  faculty  and  staff  here.  They  did  more  than  teach  us  particular  subjects  in  a  classroom.  They 
lught  us  about  life.  They  challenged  and  encouraged  us.  They  inspired  us  to  become  better  people  both  in  and  outside  of  the  class- 
Dom.  They  told  us  all  the  things  that  we  could  be,  that  we  deserved  to  be,  even  when  we  didn't  believe  it  yet.  Westminster  is  more 
lan  a  college.  The  people  here  are  a  community  and  more  importantly  a  family.  People  here  m\]  support  you  and  your  cause,  even  if 
means  extra  work  for  them. 

Detour:  The  Class  Outside  Your  Comfort  Zone.  Westminster  is  a  liberal  arts  institution.  This  is  one  of  its  great,  but  challenging 
baracteristics.

When  I  received  this  grade,  I  was  sure  to  talk  to  others  in  the  class  and  my 
rofessor  and  did  what  was  necessary  to  be  successful  in  the  coursework.  My  professor  knew  I  was  a  better  student  than  what  that  one 
articular  grade  represented  and  he  gave  me  the  opportunity  to  prove  it.  I'm  sure  many  Westminster  students  have  had  similar  experi- 
nces.  Our  friends,  peers,  and  professors  did  not  leave  us  behind  during  difficult  times.  Fhey  told  us  where  to  find  help  or  how  to  suc- 
sed.  Many  times  this  assistance  extended  outside  of  the  classroom.  We  were  taught  how  to  excel  here  by  people  who  went  out  of  their 
'ay  to  help  us.
